Even more spectac- 
ular, the cost of rearing the birds 
amounted to slightly less than 25 cents 
each, a remarkably low figure in these 
days of high prices. This figure covers 
all’ expenses, including feed, for eight 
weeks.

Bird 
that have shown up in unplanted rot 
mountainous areas, undoubtedly move 
.there from places where prior plants 
‘not take hold. And nature has also smile 
on releases in other Nevada counties.

2 Outstanding feature of these game 
irds was that, in spite of their rigid and 
anty diet, they were in the pink of 
condition and just as fat and sassy as if 
they had been living off the fat of the 
d.” That picture describes much of 
American southwest, including some 
as where chukars have not yet been 
ntroduced. 

The first chukar establishment took 
ace in California about a quarter of 
century ago. The birds are supposed 
to have come from the lower levels of 
the Himalayas, but whether they came 
“straight from the wild is unknown, as 
they have been domesticated to. some 
extent by orientals. Picking up from 
here, the California Fish and Game 
Commission added chukars to their game 
farm production in the late twenties. 
Parent stock for the venture also came 
om India. 

California liberated almost 55,000 
ukars between 1928 and 1947. All 
ypes of habitat have been tested. To 
date, promising results have only ap- 
peared in arid locations, Chukars are 
doing well in the Mojave Desert and

Owens Valley, both in Southern Cali- 
fornia. And 800 miles away, in north- 
_ eastern California, there are encouraging 
signs that they will take hold. 

_ Washington is crowding Nevada on 
chukar success. From the city of Yaki- 
ma north for about 100 miles star- 
tling increases have shown up. Selected 
- living sites are sharply rising slopes bor- 
dering the valleys. These feature rocky 
outcrops and steep talus inclines. This 
is low rainfall country, similar to north- 
eastern California. At the-rate numbers 
e climbing, Washington game men 
edict an open season within a couple 
years. Close to 4,000 chukars were 
cked in Washington between 1938 
d 1942. They were game farm prod- 
ucts whose ancestors hailed from India. 
_ But the middle-western and eastern 
states have nothing to be happy about. 
any of them have tried to get chukars 
‘0 take root. All of those attempts have 
ismal failures—the birds lingered 
, then disappeared. Maybe they

varieties of birds. They're adjusted to 
certain sets of living conditions and only 
those conditions. The case of the prairie 
chickens and the ring-necked pheasant 
is typical. Prairie chickens must have 
grasslands to survive. When agriculture 
squeezed them out of their native range, 
the pheasants moved in and made them- 
selves at home. They made good here 
because they found the food, cover and 
climate they liked. And like the pheas- 
ant, the Hungarian partridge grabbed 
off much of what used to be good prairie 
chicken territory. E 

Many sportsmen shudder at the 
thought of bringing in more “exotic” 
(meaning foreign) game species. They 
invariably trot out two horrible ex- 
amples, the English sparrow and the 
starling—and they're dead right.. But no 
sensible game man would promote care- 
less. introductions. It would be plain 
stupid, for example, to endanger our 
fine native quail by bringing in compet- 
ing foreigners. But where the heavy 
hand of man has driven out the natives, 
it is just good business to cast about for 
suitable replacements.

country, there should be no real danger 
of blundering. The twelve million Amer- 
icans who buy hunting licenses each year 
need maximum production. If first-class 
exotics—either birds or animals—will help 
improve their shooting, the hunters are 
entitled to them. 

Chukars have flourished in Nevada 
because the country suited them. The 
places where they have set up house- 
keeping are semi-desert in character. 
Rainfall averages less than five inches a 
year. Temperatures range from 100 
above to 15 below zero. Elevations run 


_ from 5,000 to 7,000 feet above sea level. 


Some, however, have been found living 
at 10,000 feet, where wind-swept ex- 
posures are relatively free from snow. 
Peavine Canyon, where Nevada 
trapped chukars last year, is narrow and 
winding. A briskly flowing creek me- 
anders down through it. Sagebrush, 
along with some willows and cotton- 
woods, dominates the canyon floor. Small 
patches of cleared land are irrigated and 
farmed. The rocky slopes rising sharply 


_ from the canyon bottom are moderately 


vegetated with weeds, low shrubs and 


a scattering of Pinon pine. The birds use 


these slopes as escape, roosting and nest- 
ing sites. The catch of 1,000 chukars in 
Peavine Canyon came out of a wintering 
population of 3,000 birds, the increase 
from 100 released there eight years pre- 
viously. 

Chukars are good foragers, Grass and 
weed seeds supply the staff of life for the 
older birds. Insects, green grass and 
weeds seem very important to the sur- 
vival of the young ones. Agriculture is 
not common to most of the occupied 
chukar range in Nevada, Water from 
springs or creeks is of course, quite 
essential. 

During the nesting season chukars 
pair off and isolate themselves while 
carrying on their family duties. At other 
times of the year, the birds flock to- 


gether. One day last fall Carl Crouse of © 


the Washington Game Department and 
I flushed a covey of thirty from the 
base of a steep rock slide bordering the 
Yakima Valley in Washington. They 
zoomed up the rise and out of sight. 
Puffing over the top of the slope, we fol- 
lowed them into a sagebrush flat. As we 
barged through the cover, chukars erup- 


ted around us, not in a mass like a 


flushed covey of quail, but three or four 
at a time, then singles. They whirred 


into the air and sped straight away. A 
king-sized Hungarian partridge in the 


take-off and flight would make a good 
comparison. Some of the bunch flew 
across a rocky ravine and lit out of sight 
beyond. Others circled, set their wings 
and planed down plenty fast toward the 
valley. A gunner who had figured the 
line of retreat would have had some 
fancy wing shooting. 

A short and restricted open season 


broke the hunting ice in 1947. Last fall _ 
Nevada opened six of her 17 counties — 
to chukar hunting, with seasons ranging — 


from three to 15 days with a bag-and 


possession limit of three birds. Hunters —

who sampled the shooting were mighty _ 


keen about getting another crack at the 


birds. They rate the chukar a top-notch 
table delicacy. ee ae 

These feathered orientals are not easy 
to find or to hit. Far from it. In 1947,

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As my fishing partner says: “If you never saw a 
fish before, a carp would look real beautiful” : 


D..- curl your lip, brother. I used to 
fee] that way about carp fishing, too. And 
then I discovered what I'd been missing 
these past twenty years. 

Sure, I've caught trout, and from 
waters as far north as Hudson Bay. I've 
caught river-smallmouths in some of the 
best waters of central and eastern United 
States, cutthroats in Yellowstone, north- 
erms in Manitoba. But I still love to tan- 
gle with a good-sized carp. He’s a rugged 
fighter, and you can find him almost 
everywhere. Streams that won't support 
any other fish are often full of carp. You 
don’t have to give up all the other fish- 
ing, you won't lose the enthusiasm for 
that trip you’ve been planning in Can- 
ada, and your favorite trout stream will 
still hold its charm. But come a day 
when yovd like to go fishing for just a 
couple hours, in the evening, maybe, just 
grab your rod and head for the nearest 
river. You may have a surprise in store 
for yourself. 

The carp wasn’t brought into this 
country just to mess up our streams and 
drive out all the game fish. He was in- 


troduced when most of our rivers still 


ran clear and we had a lot more game 
fish in them than we'll ever have again. 
Somebody thought enough of the carp 
to nurse it all the way across the Atlantic 


way back in 1870, when so many native. 


game fish were available just for the 
catching. The carp was brought here as 
a food fish, and a highly prized one, too. 
Sixty million Frenchmen can’t be wrong 
about that. 

- So if you're game to try something 
new, just get out your tackle and prepare 
to do battle. String up the old rod, tie on 


' a twenty-pound test leader, put on a slip 
sinker about a foot above a No. 4 or 6 


hook, and bait ’er up with a doughball. 
4 How to make doughballs? Well, there 


are lots of ways. My favorite recipe, 
which makes a bait that carp like as well 
as one that will stay on the hook, calls 
for half a cup of yellow corn meal and 
half a cup of white flour mixed together. 
Add water and stir until it’s about the 
consistency of biscuit dough. Heat. a 
pan of water until it’s boiling merrily and 
either drop in the dough a teaspoonful 
at a time as you would dumplings, or 
flatten it out into a thick pancake and 
dump in the whole works. Let it boil 
about five minutes. Take part of it out 
and break it open to be sure it’s firm all 
the way through. If it is white on the in- 
side throw it back in for some more 
cooking, but when it’s the same consis- 
tency all the way through remove it from 
the water. As soon as it’s cool enough to 
handle at all, knead it into a big ball and 
youre ready to go fishing. 

Some carp fishermen flavor their bait 
with vanilla. However, Im not con- 
vinced that it adds enough to the attrac- 
tive qualities to be worth the trouble. 
One of my friends reports excellent suc- 
cess by adding what he calls a “right 
smart” of salt to his dough, and I’ve had 
pretty good luck some days by mixing in 
a quantity of good blackstrap molasses. 
To use the dough, regardless of how you 
make it, just roll it into a small pear- 
shaped ball covering the whole hook and 
cast ‘er into the stream. 

If you don’t want to bother cooking 
up a batch of dough, canned whole ker- 
nel sweet corn threaded on the hook 
works pretty well; so does a potato -cut 
up into small cubes and boiled until it’s 
about half done. Some of the boys even 
use marshmallows, and they do offer 
one advantage: you can eat them while 
waiting for a fish to bite. 

You'll find carp in the still water, un- 
der drift piles, or often out in the chan- 
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nel, but your best bet is to watch for 
them to start rolling at the surface. Then 
just toss in your bait, lay the rod down, 
let the line go slack, lean back on your 
elbows and soak up a little of the seen- 
ery. Your carp stream may not be so 
pretty as some of the northern lakes, 
but Ill venture to say you'll find it 
more attractive than the four walls of 
your office. 

Keep an eye on your line. When you 
see it start to twitch, pick up the rod, 
but don’t tighten up the line. A carp will 
drop the bait if he feels any tension on 
it, so give him time. He'll be back in a 
minute and you want to be ready for 
him. When you see the line begin to 
tighten steadily, set the hook rather 
gently, out of respect for his tender 
mouth. If he persists in nibbling and 
doesn’t seem to want to take the bait, 
try lifting the rod tip slowly to take the 
bait away from him. More often than not 
he'll grab it, and then the battle’s on. 


Ro now you're due for a surprise. 
As soon as your “lowly” carp feels 
the barb of the hook you'll see a swirl 
and he'll surface, and if he’s got any 
size to him you'd better take a good gri 
on that rod. He probably won't strea 
away from you like a bass or trout. In- 
stead, he'll head right for the nearest 
snag as fast as he can go, and if he’s got _ 
any size to him at all he’s got a good 
chance of making it. So show him who’s 
boss now, for you may not get a second 
chance. 

But if you play it right you can lead 
him away from trouble and he'll counter 
with more tricks than you ever imagined 
a carp could know. He'll try a headlong 
lunge, ripping off twenty or thirty yards 
of line while your thumb burns on the 
spool; he'll roll and squirm twist—

Maybe you think you wouldn’t care for carp 


fishing. But then, maybe you’ve never tried it 


-and even when you lead him up to the 


bank don’t get any false impressions that 
he’s all through. He’s just as apt to take 
of ith as much speed as he had before, 
and a big carp has lots of power in that 
hulking body of his. 

When you get this far you're a con- 
firmed addict of the sport. You're in for 
a lot of fun. You can catch ’em on your 
fly rod, bait rod, a light salt water rod, 
or even an old-fashioned cane pole. But 
if you use light tackle, remember that 
carp don’t all come in small sizes. Twen- 
ty- or thirty-pounders are not at all un- 
common for the guy who knows his. carp 
fishing. And even the three- and four- 
pounders aren’t to be taken lightly; 
they've got as much get-up-and-go to 
“em as black bass of equal size, in my 
estimation. 

It takes a little while to learn the 
game. Carp are wary creatures. Don’t 
thump on the bank, cast as quietly as 
possible, and give your fish plenty of 
time to find and take your bait. Carp 
feed at all seasons and times of day, but 
early in the morning and late in the eve- 
ning are the best. 

What are you going to do with your 
carp when you catch em? Why, eat ‘em, 
of course. A lot of your ideas about carp 
are based on sheer prejudice. Actually, 
it is a cleanly fish, feeding mostly on 
vegetation. And even if you find you 
don’t like carp meat, there are plenty 
who do. Also, their removal from the 
stream certainly isn’t the worst conserva- 
tion that a person could practice, either. 

But if you can forget all. the nonsense 
you've heard about carp, take home a 
couple of the smaller ones. Dress them 
by cutting through the skin back of the 
head and down each side behind the 


gills. Then make a cut down the back

Le LAUGHED when I bought my 
rubber boat. Who, giggled these com- 
panions of my angling days, would want 
to fish from a raft nine feet long and 
five feet wide? And those stubby little 
‘aluminum oars! No thanks, they weren’t 
having any. 

But the rubber yacht made good. My 
two jitterbug kids couldn’t tip it over. 
The canvas bottom survived snags that 
should have ripped canvas to shreds. 
_ Deflated, the whole works could be 
_ tossed in the trunk of the car and any 
’ aay who witnessed some of my 

hasty departures never guessed that my 
_ destination was the nearest lake and not 
_ the bedside of a stricken townsman. 
One afternoon in deep water, my 
; youngest cub leaped up and raced the 
nine feet from stern to bow. I shud- 
; dered; I thought about grappling hooks, 
and a coroner’s inquest. But the rubber 
boat remained sedately upright. Then 
Elly ran back again. The boat hardly 
quivered. So I decided to try it. I always 
liked to cast standing up. 

_ Tucking my toes firmly between the 
_ rubber nie and the canvas floor, I stood 
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erect. The boat remained undisturbed. 
I made several backcasts, and let the 
bass bug sail a good 50 feet to fall ona 
quiet stretch of water among the lily 
pads. A couple of twitches, and it disap- 
peared in a smother of spray. The craft 
rocked ever so slightly as I drove the 
hook home. The bass, a solid three- 
pounder, turned the boat completely 
around; he even towed it. But when I 
bent over to scoop him in the net I be- 
came a rubber boat addict. 

From that day on, I stood up while I 
fished. I soon learned, however, that I 
could rest my weary knees against the 
side of the rubber tube, and that I could 
relieve my aching feet by shifting my 
weight to my knees. From this elevated 
position I could spot snags and locate 
fish with equal ease, and the accuracy of 
my casting improved with my upright 
posture. So gradually my rubber boat 
gained in repute, for frequently it 
brought back almost its own weight in 
bass and pickerel. 

There remained the serious matter of 
propelling this unwieldy craft. The alu- 
minum oars would move it, after a fash-

WILDLIFE’S WEEK 


usher in the twelfth National Wild- 
life Restoration Week, sponsored 
by the National Wildlife Federation. 

This year, more than ever before, the 
people ‘of America appreciate the sig- 
nificance of our natural resources of soil 
and water, forests and wildlife and the 
vital need for their protection and pres- 
ervation. Much of this present day 
awareness of Nature’s contribution to 
our national well-being has come about 
through the work of the National Wild- 
life Federation which, since 1938, has 
carried on its educational campaign 
through the radio, the press and in the 
schools. But the job is far from finished. 
Every citizen who finds relaxation and 
recreation in the outdoors has a stake 
in this work. Sportsmen in particular 
owe an obligation to wildlife since their 
hobbies depend directly upon the pres- 
ervation of green forests, unpolluted 
waters and abundant wildlife. 

To carry on its work, the National 
Wildlife Federation issues each year a 
sheet of Wildlife Conservation Stamps 
from paintings by the famous artist, 
Walter Weber.

UTBOARD motors with gear shifts, 
separate fuel tanks, a wider ap- 
plication of air-cooling for marine 
motors, an increased popularity of small 
inboard engines and a wider use of 
plastics in small boat hulls—these fea- 
ture the outboard motor and boat news 
for 1949. : 

First, the outboards. The years since 
the war brought forth a galaxy of new 
designs and improvements. The year 
1949 brings further advances; new fea- 
tures making for smoother operation and 
the addition of complete new. models. 
But the most talked about new depar- 
ture is the incorporation into an out- 
board of a regular gear shift system, thus 
placing the outboard in the inboard class 
for maneuverability and convenience. 
Johnson is also featuring a separate fuel 
tank with plug-in cord on its 10 hp. 
motor. This year, too, marks the entry 
of Chris-Craft into the outboard motor 
field. 

More attention today is being given 
to the matching of a certain horsepower 
to a specified small boat hull, both on 
the score of safety and for getting the 
best results out of boat and motor. We 
find the builders designing hulls with a 
specific size of outboard motor in mind. 
The Outboard Boating Club of America 
is to be complimented for its educational 
work along these lines.

As for the boats themselves, you'll 
find hulls of solid wood, of canvas cov- 
ered wood, of plywood, aluminum, mag- 
nesium, stainless steel; of various plas- 
tics, glass and fiber.

Latest news from Johnson Motors, 
Waukegan, IIl., reveals one of the more 
startling outboard motor innovations of 
1949. A new Johnson alternate firing 
10 hp. twin, Model QD, has appeared 
permitting the user to start in neutral 
and then shift to forward or reverse. 
Also incorporated in the QD model is 
what Johnson calls the Mile-Master Fuel 
Tank. A 5-gallon tank is separate from 
the motor, ‘equipped with a 12-foot flex- 
ible fuel lee connector which plugs into 
the motor like connecting a toaster. This 
new fuel tank is also incorporated in 
Johnson’s 1949 Model SD, 16 hp. alter- 
nate firing twin. All five models in the 
1949 Johnson line are twins, OBC certi- 
fied as 2.5, 5, 10, 16 and 22 hp. at 4000 
r.p.m. 


Martin Outboard Motors, Eau Claire, 
Wis., reports a number of improvements 
in their three 1949 models, “20”, “40” 
and “60”. These are respectively a 2% 
hp. single weighing 29% pounds, a 4% 
hp. alternate firing twin weighing 35% 
pounds, and a 7.2 hp. alternate firing 
twin weighing 43 pounds, Familiar Mar- 
tin features of last year, such as the me- 
chanically controlled poppet valves and 
360-degree powerhead swivel, have been 
retained in each case.

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ware BRONSON FISHING REELS 
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there are several factors to consider. 
First comes the choice of patterns 
and sizes, which in turn is dependent 
upon the water to be fished and the 
insect life it produces. To learn this en- 
tomology thoroughly would require a 
great deal of time and study, time that 
might otherwise be employed in fishing, 
so it is simpler and just about as effective 
to get this information regarding suit- 
able insect imitations through an old- 
timer or a reliable tackle dealer. An ex- 
perienced dry fly man is the best source 
and one of the best ways of locating 
such a veteran is to join your local] Fish 
and Game Protective Association.

What to lool: for and what to avoid in 


Picking these tricky lures 


the hatches are greatest and the variety 
most limited, Later on when grasshop- 
pers, beetles and the other land bugs 
blunder to the stream’s surface and pro- 
vide food, the trout are more likely to 
take a strange creation that fails to 
match their known food. 

Size of fly is important and a good 
dry fly assortment should contain every- 
thing from No. 16 to No. 8. The 16s are 
usually spiders or variants — excellent 
fish-getters at almost any season — or 
patterns which simulate the actual in- 
sects to be found, the live insects that 
are usually smaller than the irnitations. 
Probably the No, 12 fly is most common 
in size and most effective. Some anglers 
who hold to the “big lure, big fish” 
theory use 10s and 8s consistently, feel- 
ing that a trout, feeding on a mass of 
uniformly matched insects which come 
floating down over him, will go out of 
his way to get one that is similar to all 
the others but just a bit larger and per- 


haps, they feel, a bit more tempting. A 
fair general assortment of dry flies would 
include:

variety of sizes as well as shapes and 
colors. The spiders have a minimum of 
visible bulk to float the small hooks. The 
skater has a great deal of feathery bulk 
and will skim beautifully, even over 
choppy water. It is the only dry fly de- 
signed for surface movement. The Ca- 
hill, Hendrickson, Quill Gordon and Red 
Fox are variations of conventional body 
shapes and floating material. The Gray 
Wulff is a heavy-bodied,. durable floater 
that matches some mayflies and simu- 


Bes some 6 the ittidecti land bugs. 
The bivisibles are high riding flies 
which, I believe, give the fish the im- 
pression of fluttering insect wings in 
action. 

It is my belief that although fish see 
and recognize color they see dry flies 
against the light and make their deci- 
sions more on the silhouette than on the 
color. Therefore, having a variety of 
shapes of flies is equally or more impor- 
tant than having a wide range of colors. 
It is important to have a number of tt ypes 
of flies such as the filmy spider, the 
bulky-bodied Wulff, the fluffy bivisible 
and the run-of-the-mine insect shape of 
most standard flies. The above list is 
basic and general but not complete. 
Each area and sometimes each river to 
be fished will call for the addition of 
certain patterns and sizes. Late season 
anglers are particularly likely to need 
fine leader tippets and very small flies— 
18s and 20s in your fly box may turn 
the trick when nothing else will. 

Once the patterns oral sizes have been 
decided it becomes important to look 
for other qualifications in the dry flies 
you buy. Look the hooks over carefully. 
Best quality hooks are either turned up 
or turned down at the eye and the metal 
is thinner at the eye than at the bend 
in order to cut down overall weight 
without loss of strength. The points 
must be needle sharp and the metal 
hard. It takes the best of steel to hold 
your dream fish and the hook should be 
more likely to break than to bend under 
excessive strain. 


Ros have been written pro and 
con regarding the use of dyed as 
against natural feathers for fly tying. In 
long and thorough experience I've come 
to the conclusion that fish can’t determine 
between a dyed and natural feather as 
well as a fisherman and that most of 
them don’t give a darn one way or the 
other. Anglers are more fussy in this 
regard than the fish they fish for. One 
point is certain, though, regarding 
hackles. Hackles should never be 
clipped on the ends. Hackle fibres in 
their natural state taper to a flexible, del- 
icate tip which bends where it rests on 
the surface of the water. This bending 
out or spreading accounts for the superb 
floating quality of this particular type of 
feather, the basic floatant for almost all 
dry flies. Hackles should be stiff and 
springy, never soft and lifeless. To clip 
the ends of the hackle is to ruin the fly 
and means that the tyer didn’t have the 
right size hackle for the job and cut 
down a larger one to make a sale. 
Clipped ends are a mark of inferior ty- 
ing. Avoid them at all costs. 

Check the dry fly for balance. A cer- 
tain amount of Hoating power is used to 
hold up the weight of the hook. The fly 
is usually floated by the hackle and tail. 
Unless the tail is sturdy the bulk of the 
job of floating falls on the hackle which

The wrapping of the fly should be 
neat. and finished off with a durable coat 
of varnish or head lacquer. Look over 
the heads of the flies to make sure that 
the loop is complete and there’s no gap 
inclosure through which a fine leader 
tippet might escape at a crucial moment. 
Color is not a good way of judging hook 
quality. The best of the dry fly hooks, 
those made with returned shank eye 
loops for Atlantic salmon are usually 
black as are the cheapest of panfish 
hooks. Some hooks made especially for 
the tying of spiders and variants are 
plated silver or gold. Most good dry fly 
hooks are bronzed. 

Dry flies for Atlantic salmon must be 
of top quality as the fish are very large 
in proportion to the hooks that must 
hold them. Patterns for salmon are not 
as varied as those for trout since the 
salmon is not searching for food and the 
angler need not match a hatch of flies. 
For Atlantic salmon the sizes required 
may range from 14 to 4 with 8s and 6s 
being most commonly used: The pat- 
terns listed for trout are also effective 
for salmon.

so good that the fly tiers would pay ex- 
tra for it. We have some samples on 
hand and the stuff is truly remarkable. 

The explanation for the brilliant 
glowing quality of the floss is that the 
ultra-violet rays are present both before 
and after as well as between sunrise and 
sunset and that they do not travel par- 
allel to the sun’s rays but are present in 
the shadows under the bushes, in the 
shadowed gorges and everywhere on 
cloudy days. The floss bodies glow bril- 
liantly and make the fly much more vis- 
ible both to the fish and to the angler. 
The special qualities of this floss are 
not affected by water and are claimed 
to be permanent. 

Fireflies, the name given to flies tied 
with the treated floss, were introduced 
to West Coast anglers in midsummer of 
1948. They earned rave write-ups and 
caught a lot of fish. I haven't had a 
chance to fish with them and I shall be 
interested in running a stream test on 
them next spring on eastern streams. 
They ll be manufactured in all parts of 
the country by licensed fly tiers and will 
be available to all fishermen, at least in 
limited quantities. 

- The Gantron floss comes in seven col- 
ors; white, blue, magenta, a pale yellow, 
scarlet, light green and orange as I 
judge them under artificial light. How- 
ever, when exposed to daylight the pale 
yellow turns to a glowing green, the 
orange becomes a deep yellow, the| 
white takes on a bluish tone and the 
scarlet looks hot enough to burn one’s 


hand. 


T HE FLOSS is very slippery. The man- 
ufacturers had to make it either slip- 
perv or hard in order to make it water- 
proof. The floss must be kept clean in or- 
der to insure its brilliant glow. Dirt and 
grime will dull it so fly tiers must have 
clean hands and the flies must be han- 
dled with care on the stream.

The floss may be used the way 
bucktail is used for streamers or as a base 
under a feather overlay with special ef- 
fects. This material will really bear 
watching. 


Judging Ferrules 


Ws a prospective purchaser goes 
into a tackle store how can he tell 
whether the ferrules on the split bam- 
boo rod he likes- are of good quality? 
This is an important question for the 
ferrules are the weak spots in a rod, 
the points where it is most likely to 
break and where a certain amount of 
strength and casting action is always 
lost. The reason for the frequency of 
breakage at the ferrules is because at 
that point the flexible or yielding bam- 
boo comes up against the relatively 
non-yielding metal. To demonstrate this 
point take a rod and bend it into a sharp 
arc. The ferrules do not bend and each 
ferrule produces a flat space in the other- 
wise uniform bend. . 

In order to avoid the abrupt change 
from rigid to non-rigid material the bet- 
ter ferrules are serrated, That is, they 
are split into segments for a short dis- 
tance back from each end matching the 
faces of the bamboo. A ferrule for a five 
strip rod would be cut into five serra- 
tions, a ferrule for a six strip or stand- 
ard’ hexagonal rod into six serrations. 
These serrations should be at least a 
quarter of an inch long. These prongs of 
metal are flexible to some degree and 
when wrapped tightly to the bamboo 
are able to cushion the shock of the sud- 
den flexings of the rod. 

The serrations are covered with wrap- 
ping thread and varnish in the finished 
rod but it is usually possible to deter- 
mine whether or not the ferrule is ser- 
rated by the shape of the rod under the 
wrappings. A non-serrated ferrule will 
be uniformly cylindrical right out to its 
end, a serrated ferrule will blend grad- 
ually into the shape of the bamboo over 
which it lies. 

A second important factor in judging 
ferrules is whether or not the wood is 
reduced in size and conseauently in 
strength where it enters the ferrule. The 
sleekest looking ferrules are those in 
which the wood is trimmed down so that 
the metal of the ferrule on the outside 
is no larger than that of the wood that 


goes into it. To do this the wood must 
be cut down by the thickness of the 
metal, at least. and the resulting weak- 
ening makes such « ferrule the first point 
of breakage when a rod is under severe

- Leok for a Lightweight Spool 


When I was a youngster good casters 
were artists and the backlash had not 
been taken out of baitcasting by a long 
shot. Then we used to test a reel in the 
tackle stores by giving the handle a 
quick flip and counting the seconds the 
empty spool would keep on turning. A 
high second count meant that there was 
very little friction and that the bearings 
were good and well oiled. We over- 
looked the fact that weight in the spool 
would help keep the darn thing turning 
and that a tendency to keep revolving 
was one of the major causes of our back- 
lashes. Nowadays reel manufacturers 
make their reel spools of the lightest pos- 
sible materials so that the tendency to 
keep on revolving is reduced to a mini- 
mum. Bearings, oiling systems, and 

spools are designed with greater care 
and turned out with greater precision 
but when you give a reel handle a spin 
the empty spool will cease spinning in 
very short order. That’s as it should be 


and when you test a reel by spinning | . 


the handle look for a quick stopping of 
the spool once the turning pressure is 
released. If it keeps on spinning don’t 
buy it. 


How to Cast a Loop 


be business of casting a downstream 
loop so that your fly will come down 
to the fish ahead of the leader is some- 
times made to sound mysterious and 
infinitely difficult by fishing writers. 
Actually it is not mysterious and not 
overly difficult. To understand it, you 
- need know that only two things will 
curve your line into a loop: the power 
of the rod or the force of the wind.

verse direction. It is not half so mucha 
matter or theory as it is of practice and 
all you need to do is practice side casts 
and loops to find out that it’s only a 
matter of lateral casting and good judg- 
ment. An afternoon’s practice will show 
you more about casting loops than read- 
ing all the words ever written on the 
subject. And such a practice period is 
definitely worth while. Try casting loops 
when the fishing is dull so that when 
the fishing picks up you'll be able to 
use that skill to take those big, leader- 
shy fish. 


Walleyes Are Rovers 


The walleye is a school fish and us-. 
ually a rover. Walleyes tend to wander 
around a lake just the way a herd of 
cattle graze around the open fields. For 
this reason those angling for walleyes 
should try to locate a school and then 
stick with it. If you're stillfishing you 
may pick up several walleyes in quick 
succession before the school moves on. 
If you're casting and catch a walleye it’s 
good policy to fish that area thoroughly 
on the assumption that there’s a school 
of them in the area. Some casters make 
a practice of dropping the anchor over 
the side as soon as a walleye is caught 
and then casting over that area thor- 
oughly before moving on. Swinging in 
a big circle around the spot is good 
practice, too. 

When trolling for walleyes it’s worth- 
while making a swing back over the 
same spot as soon as a fish is caught and 
to crisscross it several times if the first 
return doesn’t net a strike. Knowledge 
of the habits of each type of game fish 
is extremely important in making good 
catches. 


Check Guides for Nicks 


HEN PUTTING rods away for the 

winter or when preparing them for 
the coming season be sure to look over 
each guide with great care. Constant 
wear will sometimes make a groove in 
the metal of guides and use in that con- 
dition will soon cause a line to wear or 
break. Fly lines go ragged quickly and 
casting lines soon weaken when passing 
over sharp metal or the broken edge of 
agate or glass. A moment’s inspection in 
the off season is good insurance against 
the loss of hours of fishing when the fish- 
ing is good. Cracked or worn guides 
should be replaced immediately. Inci- 
dentally, those who plan to send tackle _ 
back to the manufacturer for repair or _ 
refinishing should send them early and 
avoid the last minute rush that always 
develops just before the fishing’ starts 
and carries on well into the actual fishing _ 


season. 


“Mr. Wutrr: Is there any way to| 
waterproof braided nylon or silk casting 
: lines?—H. _ Salinger, Webster, Mass. 


Nylon lines need no waterproofing as 
they age slowly and are impervious to | 
rot. Silk lines will last longer if water- 
_ proofed. To waterproof them dissolve 

as much paraffin as possible in a can of 

carbon tetrachloride. Start the line on 
_ the reel after passing it through the 
~ guides of your casting rod and, with the 
tip of the rod inserted into the solution 
in the can, reel the entire length of line 
slowly through the solution onto the 
reel.—L.W. 


Casting Big Bugs 

Mr. Wuurr: I would like to cast 

large-bodied bass bugs, spinners and 

bucktail combinations and fly rod size 

Daredevle spoons on my fly rod which 

is fitted with an HDH line. How can I 

- cast them without difficulty? —H. P., 
Rutherford, N. J. 


Casting the heavier lures with a fly 
rod is always a problem. With a weighty 
lure at the end of the line the fly caster 
must change the beautiful rhythm he’s 
able to achieve with the almost weight- 
less flies and substitute a measured drive 
that is timed exactly to catch the heavy 
lure at the end of the back cast and fore- 
cast. My suggestion is to try an HDH 
or level D line which helps minimize 
the effect of the weight of fly rod lures 
—L.W. 


- Casting Outfit 


Mr. Wuter: I would like to know if 

my casting outfit is properly balanced. 

I have a medium action casting rod 4 
feet 2 inches long, a Bronson Mercury 
reel and Regent No. 500 nylon casting 
line 25-pound test. The baits commonly |_ 
used are spoons, flatfish and wobblers 
-similar to the Johnson minnow. We do 
most of our fishing from shore and have 

to get out a good distance to the weeds 
for best results. Is this a good outfit for 
easting? Which is the best leader for

Your outfit should balance better with 
a lighter line. A 15-pound test line 
should be adequate for the playing of 
the walleyes you fish for and will make 
casting simpler.

on each side of the dorsal fin. With a 
pair of pliers grasp the loosened skin 
back of the head and pull towards the 
tail. A carp has pretty tough hide and 
you'll soon catch on how this is done. 
Now fillet them. 

As the white flesh is exposed, you will 
discover a stripe of dark red meat on 
each side along the median line. The 
carp’s flavor is much improved if this 
is removed. It’s easily accomplished by 
holding a sharp knife at a 45-degree 
angle and cutting towards the center the 
full length of the fillet on each side of 
this dark flesh, removing a V-shaped 
strip of the dark meat. With it has gone 
most of the unpleasant flavor that has 
helped to give the carp a bad name as 
an eating fish. And incidentally, this 
dark meat from a carp makes excellent 
channel cat bait. 

A carp is bony, yes. But you can take 
care of that, too. Score him crosswise 
every quarter of an inch, not clear 


‘through but deep enough so you can 


feel the small bones grate on the knife 
blade. Roll the fillets in pancake flour 
and flop them into a deep pan where 
vou have two or three inches of smoking 
hot cooking oil—about 380 degrees. In 


| just a few minutes they'll turn golden- 


brown. Drain them on a paper towel, 
salt them liberally, serve with a slice of 
lemon—and mister, you're not only going 
to change your mind about catching 
carp, but about eating them too!

—motor, battery, and boat. As the motor 
hummed, the boat waltzed about the 
lake so quietly that I had to look for the 
ripples to make sure we were moving. 
Fish broke the water within a few feet. 
But I couldn’t cast to them while I was 
holding the motor against the side of the 
boat, where I had tied it with a light 
rope. Somehow, I must devise a means 
of fastening it securely. 

My father-in-law and I started with a 
cypress plank and improvised as we 
went along. First, we got three sets of 
hinges to make the motor rack collapsi- 
ble. Then we designed a folding con- 
traption that slid under the’ back seat, 
passed over the floor, up and over and 
back of the tube at the rear of the boat— 
a virtual “wooden snake.” 

And it worked. The boat slipped 
about the lake like a big flat duck. I 
could stand erect and operate the motor 
at the same time. The battery lasted for 
two full days of fishing, and only one 
thing remained to annoy us. We couldn't 
keep our rubber yacht on course. The 
wide bow of the raft made it steady and 
secure, but in any kind of wind it spun 
like a whirling dervish, We tried mount- 
ing the motor on the side and using a 
rudder in the stern. But that didn’t work 
so well. So we floundered about one lake 
after another, catching lots of fish, and 
scaring a great many others. 

Eventually the problem solved itself 
The light dawned on a wild and windy 


day when we were buffeted from one | 


end of the lake to the other. Only in re- 
verse, we discovered, could we hold our 
course, so in reverse we went, and in 
reverse we have traveled ever since. By

This diagram shows how the 


direction we want to go, we hit our mark 
like a bullet. 

We solved the problem of inflating 
our boat by merely using a replacement 
valve stem for an automobile tube. We 
pull into the nearest gas station and fill 
our boat with free air in less than five 
minutes—a fifteen-minute job with a 
hand pump. It is not too difficult to 
transport a rubber boat from a gasoline 
station to the lake. We just toss it on — 
the roof of the car and fasten the four 
hand ropes simply by slamming the 
doors on them. We tie the end ropes to 
the trunk handle and the hood orna- ~ 
ment, and are on our way. 

In our eyes, the rubber boat has no 
equal in our fishing water. We go where 
we please in comfort and safety. We slip 
silently up on the fish, stand up or kneel 
to cast, and by using instant reverse we 
can pull directly away before we spoil 
a good fishing hole or put out an eye on 
some protruding branch. 

And best of all, our rubber boat is 
soft . . . soft, where softness counts.

America’s finest fishing grounds. 
Bounded entirely by the States of Mary- 
land and Virginia, fed by tides from the 
Atlantic pouring in between Capes 
Henry and Charles, and by such great 
rivers as the Potomac, Patuxent, Rappa- 
hannock, York and James, it is the prin- 
cipal home on the Atlantic seaboard of 
one of our finest salt water game fishes, 
the striped bass. 

Known locally in Chesapeake Bay 
waters as “rockfish” or just plain “rock,” 
the striped bass is anadromous, coming 
in from the sea to brackish and fresh 


C2000 Bay, with its more than 


caught in all parts of Chesapeake Bay 
and its larger tributaries during the entire 
year, but are taken in greatest numbers, 
both commercially and by sport fisher- 
men, in the spring and fall. Three main 
methods of angling are pursued; trolling, 
chumming and various methods of bait 
fishing. Perhaps a description of one of 
our trips this past season will give an all 
around idea of all three. 

Our tackle box is always ready to go, 
but we check it the day before, just to 
_ make sure. We carry two standard makes 
of reels, each with star drag and capable 
of holding at least 150 yards of 15-thread 
linen line; also one deep sea reel fitted 
: with stainless steel line for deep trolling. 
Our rods are standard “bay” rods, stout 
and of split bamboo or the new tubular 
steel, with conventional butts and an 
overall length of around 5% or 6 feet. We 
also take along a rather heavy fly rod 
with reel capable of holding the con- 
ventional 25 yard level fly line, size “C,” 
backed with 100 yards of 10-pound test 
nylon line, and our bait casting rod with 
our Penn Peer level wind reel on which 
we have spooled all it will hold of 6- 
thread linen line. A varied assortment of 
salt water bucktails, polar bear hair lures, 
metal spoons of various sizes and design, 
june bug spinners, coils of heavy nylon 
monofilament for leaders, stainless steel

wire leader material, swivels, snaps, as- 
sorted hooks and trolling sinkers from 1 
oz. up to 1 pound in weight jam it to 
overflowing. We also manage to tuck in 
a few conventional bass plugs, just in 
case—and a fresh package of whang 
leather traces. 

To save rising in the wee, small hours 
of the night, we drive down to our desti- 
nation the night before, in this case 
Solomons Island, famous for its fishing 
fleet and striper grounds. We plan on 
getting away from the dock in ample 
time to be on the rockfish grounds by 
daylight. The fish surface, as a rule, just 
after dawn, and we want to be sure to 
be there. 

Next morning as we head for Cedar 
Point Light, it is dark, and we rig up by 
the light of the bulb in the cockpit. Some 
of us put on bucktails and others spoons. 


We'll try different types of lures and 
switch to the most effective later, There 
are four of us in the party, and each is 
fully equipped. We like the nylon lead- 
ers, and we tie on a 2/0 polar bear hair 
lure with all-white head and skirt to 6 
feet of it, attaching the free end to a 
swivel. Through the opposite eye of the 
swivel we bend a leather thong, attach- 
ing our line to this, thereby preventing 
chafing of the line. We're using our 
heavy tackle to start, as there’s no tell- 
ing what size fish we'll meet with, and 
we plan on fishing on top. One of us rigs 
with a 4 oz. sinker to go deeper, and puts 
on a No, 5 Barracuda reflector spoon, 
using a piano wire leader. He’s going to 
try for a big one as we make a couple of 


turns around the rock jetty at the light- 


house. 
We are soon there; the boat slows to 


Ed Bowen and Frank Gatewood exhibit their catch * 


of striped bass from the Patuxent River, Md. .

we troll past the light, but noth- 


socks the hook home, and the line spins 
off the reel against the light drag. 

“Guess we'll have to stop for me to 
handle this one,” he says. “Feels like a 
torpedo boat.” 

Out goes the line, and the angler 
tightens up on the drag, feeling out the 
weight of the fish, With about 50 yards 
run off the reel in nothing flat, the fish 
turns, and from then on a dingdong bat- 
tle continues until at last it is netted by 
the captain and lifted aboard. Nice one, 
almost 12 pounds. 


W: EAT lunch on the way and then 
‘proceed to rig our heavy rods for 
some deep trolling over the rockpiles, 
which lie from 10 to 15 fathoms under 


sea reel come into play. We've got to get 
right on the bottom for the big fellows 
which lurk there, and we can accomplish 
this with about 12 ounces of lead on the 
steel line, whereas those using linen lines 
need twice this weight. This time we put 
a No. 7 Barracuda spoon on piano wire 
leader, attaching the free end of the 
leader to a stout cross line swivel. Our 
lead is swung from an 18 inch drop line, 
lighter than either leader or fish line in 
case of a hang-up, and attached to the 
drop swivel. With our stainless steel line 
attached to the remaining eye in the 
swivel, we are ready to do business. A 
rig of this sort keeps one’s lure slightly 
off the bottom, as we've got to bump the 
bottom’ continuously with our heavy 
sinker. 

We're on the spot by now and down 
go the lines as the boat slows to trolling 
speed. Some are rigged with large buck- 
tails with 8/0 hooks and one with an 8K 
feather lure. The first big fish takes hold 
of a bucktail, fished on-a linen line. Away 
he goes against full drag, out and out 
and out. There is no stopping him. Sud- 
denly, ping goes the line, and he is gone, 
taking about 30 yards of line with him 
as well as the lure and lead. A big fel- 
low, and the linen line, weakened at 
one spot, is not enough for him. Soon 
another is on our line, We play him care- 
fully and bring to boat a beauty, just 
under the legal limit of 15 pounds for 
Maryland waters. We take two more of 
these fine fish deep trolling over a period 
of several hours, which proves slow sport, 
so we decide to try a bit of bait fishing, 
reel in, and head down to Town Point, 
where we anchor just off the channel to 


drift a few soft crabs in the now ebbing 


tide as the sun sets behind us. 

Darkness is now almost on us, and an 
hour or so later we up anchor and head 
for the dock, tired, happy, with a fine 
catch of Chesapeake rockfish to take

MINUTOS MODEL 


By COL. H. P. SHELDON, SHOOTING EDITOR . ; 
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This streamlined, balanced auto-loader touches a new high 


in the development of sporting arms 


O: the evening of the day of Aunt 


Nancy Broadfoot’s funeral a group 

of neighbors on Panther Mountain 
went around to Uncle Ike’s cabin to con- 
dole with the widower and offer con- 
solation. 

They found Uncle Ike in a rocking 
chair on his porch, smoking his pipe. A 
jug of corn squatted companionably be- 
side him. There was no trace of melan- 
choly in his demeanor. The spokesman 
gave him greeting. 

“Evenin, Uncle Ike. We'uns hed a 
notion to come an’ set a spell with ye. 
Figgered you'd be feelin’ mighty sad 
an’ lonesome now ‘at pore Aunt Nancy 
has gone, but I must say that ye don't 
*pear to be in no wise melancholy an’ 
downcasted ez we'uns figgered ye'd be 
follerin’ your turrible bereavement.” 

“Wal, friends, I thank ye kindly,” said 
the old man. “Naow it is a fac’ thet 
Nancy was a fine womern, an onusual 
sort of womern, ye might say. A good 
an faithful wife to me for full forty years, 
but, bless the Lord, I never did reely 
like her.” 

In his acknowledgement of the mani- 
fest virtues of his spouse and his lack 
of affection for her in spite of her sterling 
qualities, Uncle Ike’s words might well 
express the opinion of a number of shot- 
gun shooters toward the auto-loading 
gun, particularly the older sportsmen 
among us who remain faithful to the 
double barreled shotgun, 

They know that the auto-loading shot- 
guns made under the Browning patents 
are perhaps the most efficient shot- 


throwing tools ever made. They are dur- 
able, too; mud, salt water, hard knocks, 
criminal neglect and abuse are not likely 
to put one of the old Brownings out of 
action to such an extent that a spoonful 
of oil won’t put it back on the heavy 
duty roster. Then, too, they have single 
triggers and automatic ejectors, conven- 
iences that cost plenty of extra money if 
you have them on a double gun. Also a 
fresh cartridge is shoved into the cham- 
ber “without hands” and for those who 
find a single narrow sighting plane ad- 
vantageous the auto-loader has it and 
without extra cost. 


B” in spite of these virtues a great 
many gunners, myself among them, 
have never fallen passionately in love 


with the auto-loader as an arm for sport ~ 


shooting. This lack of enthusiasm has 
been occasioned mainly by the unhand- 
some appearance of the auto-loader and 
by its poor balance. A month or two ago, 
however, I was given an opportunity to 
test a new 12 gauge 3-shot Remington 
Sportsman, Model 11-48 auto-loading 
shotgun and was I surprised! 

This new gun really balances. When 
you pick it up and raise it to the shoulder 
there is no feeling of clumsiness about 
it, nor any impression of difficulty in 
bringing the muzzle onto the target 
which one experiences when handling 
a sluggish, heavy, poorly proportioned 
gun. It has an “eager” feeling which is 
difficult to describe but which actually 
means that the gun is shaped well and 
that it has a proper distribution of 
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weight, At any rate it is a great virtue 
in a shotgun and worth more in terms ‘of 
good marksmanship than perfect pat- 
“terns, gold inlay and all the patent shot- 
gun sights ever invented. The improved 
balance of the Model 11-48 is due in 
part to the fact that it is far lighter than 
any of the Browning patent models, 
lighter indeed than most double guns of 
the same gauge. The specimen at hand, 
a standard run-of-the-mill, 8-shot 12 
gauge with a 26-inch barrel weighs 
exactly 7 pounds and the weight is so 
distributed that the action doesn’t have 
more than its share of it. 

I am not prepared to say that the 11- 
’48 is the handsomest gun I’ve ever seen 
but it is still a-handsome weapon. With 
its long, racy lines and shapely stock it 
looks like a sporting arm. The fore end is 
overly long and thick for sheer beauty 
but the designers have done very. well 
with this member which must be large 
enough to accommodate the magazine 
and the heavy magazine and recoil 
springs. i 

The Remington Company in describ- 
ing this newest member of a distin- 
guished family points to five notable 
features which are listed herewith in 
Remington’s own language: 

1. Beautifully streamlined inside and 
out. 

.A new peak in fast handling, fast 
pointing, fast shooting. ; 

. Light recoil in a powerful, hard- 
hitting gun. 

. Lightweight, easy to carry, easy to 
shoot. 
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5. Rugged and dependable through- 

out for a lifetime of shooting fun. | 

The superlatives are Remington’s, yet | 
I do not quarrel with the company’s 
choice of adjectives as applied to this 
particular auto-loading shotgun. Asser- 
tion number 5 concerning the rugged 
and reliable characteristics of the Model 
11-'48 is undoubtedly true. My own ex- 
perience with the gun has not been suffi- 
ciently extensive, however, to enable me 
to come to a definite conclusion. To do 
so a man would need to know the 
individual performance records of a 
considerable number of guns firing thou- 
sands of shots under all manner of con- 
ditions. It is possible to say that the 
action seems to be at least as strong and 
positive as that of the original Browning 
which is enough to satisfy anyone. It 
may be taken for granted that the manv- | 
facturers have subjected the Model 11- 
*48 to endurance tests infinitely tougher | 
than anything that may happen to a gun | 
in the field. As many as 12,000 rounds 
have been fired through a single gun. As 
shooting conditions are in these days 
that would be enough ammunition and 
gun to supply at least three generations 
of gunners. j 

Remington says that the great im- 
provements in appearance, balance and 
weight are principally the result of mod- 
ern scientific technique and of instru- 
ments, photographic apparatus and other 
devices that show up the points of stress 
so that these can be strengthened while 
the weight and bulk of steel is reduced 
at points where it is not needed without 
impairing the strength and safety of the 
arm. The most pleasing effect is to make 
the 12 gauge gun look and feel like a 
medium weight 16. 


I common with all repeaters and 
auto-loading shotguns the standard 
11-48 without a rib has a sway-back 
sighting plane extending from the receiv- 
er to the high front sight which is not at- 
tractive to the eye and certainly is detri- 
mental to fast accurate aiming. A venti- 
lated rib removes these minor faults and 
can be had at reasonable extra cost. It is 
well worth it, too. 

Standard American shotguns have al- 
ways been considerably heavier than 
European guns of the same gauges. This 
is partly due to the circumstances that 
we use heavier charges in our game 
loads than are commonly used in Europe 
and we have been badly taught to expect 
painfully heavy recoil when we shoot, 
for example, 34 drams and 14-ounce 
loads in a 12 gauge gun weighing less 
than eight pounds, All too frequently, 
since we are expecting to get hurt, we 
do get hurt. Whereas with a fairly well 
itted gun of seven pounds weight that 
load and even heavier charges can be 
fired without causing any real distress 
whatever by individuals who haven't 
listened to a lot of fearful tales about 
kicking guns, told by people who got 
bruised shoulders because they in turn}

The 5-shot gun, either auto-loading o 
hand operated, is a relic of the days 
when wildfowl and upland game were 
abundant and the ethics of sport shoot- 
ing were elastic to say the least. There 
never was any virtue in the well-worn 
plea that a gunner really should have 
two or more extra cartridges in the gun 
to finish off his cripples, That is to imply 
that it is perfectly proper to shoot at 
birds at ranges so great that clean kills 
are not likely to be made but at which ~ 
crippling is possible. When such shoot- 
ing is done deliberately it is a cruel and 
nasty business.

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maximum load of % ounces was increased 
to a full ounce; the l-ounce maximum 
standard load of the 16 gauge was raised 
to 1% ounces and so for the other gauges. 

For a time the 1’%-ounce charge was 
loaded in the 16 gauge 2 9/16-inch case 
and also in the 2%-inch case and that 
caused the confusion for while the 
shorter 2 9/16-inch shell worked all 
right in guns having '2%-inch chambers, 
‘he 2%-inch cartridge gave a deal of 
trouble when loaded into a gun having 
a 2 9/16-inch chamber. Semi-automatic 
and hand operated repeaters of 16 gauge 
chambered, as most of them were before 
the war, for the 2 9/16-inch case would 
chamber and fire the long shell but 
would not eject the empty case. Double 
guns of 2 9/16-inch chamber length 
would chamber, fire and extract or eject 
the empty case but breech pressures 
were raised above normal safe limits and 
results were poor. 

The confusion was increased when 
gun makers adopted the 2%-inch cham- 
ber as standard for 16 gauge guns and 
the loading companies, except the Fed- 
eral Cartridge Co., stopped loading the 
heavy 1%-ounce shot charge in the 2 
9/16-inch case, Many gun owners didn’t 
know the chamber length of the guns 
they were firing. Most of them naturally 
wanted to use the more powerful load, 
especially for wild-fowling; dealers were 
equally confused and there was much 
discontent and profanity. 


See who knew or discovered that 
their 16’s were chambered for the 2 
9/16-inch case began sending their guns 
in to the shops to Pave the chambers cut 
to 2% inches, This was not always a satis- 
factory solution for as shotgun barrels 
are made the metal is gauged to with- 
stand the peak pressure of the gas at the 
point in the barrel where it is developed. 
Lengthening the chambers obviously up- 
sets the original calculation and may 
have the result that the peak pressure 
occurs at a point where the barrel walls 
are too thin to hold it. For that reason 
it is never advisable to have the chamber 
length of a shotgun of any type or gauge 
lengthened unless the gunmaker ap- 
proves the change. 

Fortunately the loading companies 
have recognized the problem and all of 
them—Remington, Western, Winchester, 
Peters and Federal—are now loading the 
16 gauge shotshells in volume in the 
2.9/16-inch case with both the standard 
l-ounce load and the “long range” 1%- 
ounce shot charge. 

There is now no necessity for those 
who have 16 gauge guns of 2 9/16-inch 
chamber to submit their weapons to the 
dubious operation of chamber lengthen- 
ing. The Federal Cartridge Co. has al- 
ways loaded both the l-ounce and the 
1%-ounce charges in the 2 9/16-inch 
case and in that alone. 

There seems to be little or no differ- 
ence in the performance of the “long

Bustible Bullseyes 


few! are many men who find their 
heart’s delight in spending a sum- 
mer afternoon ona smallbore rifle range 
where they recline at their ease on their 
abdomens and make cricket-like sounds 
with a .22 rifle and drill neat little holes 
in a paper target. But there are other 
more restive souls who chafe at what to 
them is monotony and yearn for some 
es of shooting that is more spectacu- 
ar. < owt 7... 


Off and on a great deal of thought 
has been devoted to the problem of in- 
jecting an element of variety into target 
shooting with the rifle, pistol and re- 
volver. 

If the National Rifle Association hasn’t 
achieved a perfect solution of the prob- 
lem at least it has made great progress 
by the invention and production of the 
Bustible Bullseye Target. 

The target is a disc measuring 1% 
inches in diameter, made of a black 
clay composition which flies into dust 
and fragments when struck by a bullet. 
The disc has a pin to fasten it securely 
upon a wood or cardboard surface. It 
also has a hole for a nail or tack when 
the pin will not serve. 

It is a well known fact that the regu- 
lation paper bullseye is a stoical damned 
thing to shoot at. When struck it ex- 
hibits neither grief nor anger. If it has 
any feelings at all it doesn’t betray them. 
But here at last is a bullseye as emo-| 
tional as an empty beer bottle and much | 
more convenient, and much safer, to) 
shoot at.

Anyone can think of dozens of ways 
to use a fragmentation target for indi- | 
vidual practice or for novelty events to, 
relieve the cheerless monotony of club 
practice and regular competition. !

less it is played with matches instead of | 
dimes, God forgive, it has a slight taint 
of gambling, which we all abhor. 


“hes can be played with either the 
rifle or the handgun. If the rifle is 
used the range should be 100 yards and 
half that distance for the pistol or revolv- 
er. The conditions are wide open except 
that the position is offhand; any sights, 
any bore. 

Stick a Bustible on a buff background 
of wood or cardboard at the appropri- 
ate range. Have a covered receptacle 
conyeniently placed so that participants 
can slip their matches through a narrow 
slit in the top. Have a lock on the lid. 

Let each competitor as he comes up 
to. the firing point deposit his ten 
matches, take his position, load one car- 
tridge and fire when he is ready. 

If the Bustible isn’t broken in the first 
round just continue the exercise, includ- 
ing the deposit of the ten matches, until 
some lucky cuss smashes the bull and 
wins the - er - ah - jackpot.

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PICKET-LIVE PIGEONS 


By HENRY P. DAVIS, KENNEL EDITOR 


Here’s the story on a new way 


to handle planted pigeons as 


used by a veteran dog trainer 


are well aware that I have long 

been an advocate of the use of pi- 
geons in the early training of young bird 
dogs, retrievers and spaniels. Frequent 
references, in some considerable detail, 
have been made to their value in encour- 
aging young dogs to point, retrieve and 
stand steady to shot and wing. 

During my recent vacation in the 
South I watched J. Earl Bufkin using 
pigeons in the most effective manner I 
have ever seen them employed. Bufkin 
is the breeder, trainer and handler of 
the famous setter, Mississippi Zev, win- 
ner of four field trial championships, in- 
cluding the National Bird Dog Cham- 
pionship of 1946. He also developed 
such notable field trial contenders as 
Tennessee Zev, winner of the 1947 
American Field Futurity, Champion 
Subsidy, Gangleader, and others. 

Bufkin has never been much of a 
hand to work his dogs on “artificial” 
game, believing, and rightly so, that the 
young prospect should be given as much 


Ree ve readers of these columns 


work as possible on native game. Then, 
too, it has never been necessary for him 
to resort to the use of artificial game in 
getting his young dogs started as he has 
always been located in good quail coun- 
try where game supplies are fairly plen- 
tiful. The hot dry weeks which accom- 
panied the opening of his 1948-49 
training season, however, made field 
work impractical except in the very early 
morning and late afternoon hours, and 
even then scenting conditions were 
hardly satisfactory. So he decided to try 
pigeons. He is now quite enthusiastic 
about the results obtained. 

The system employed by this enter- 
prising trainer is not entirely original 
with him and he freely admits that it is 
based on that outlined by the veteran 
bird dog educator, E. R. Shelley, in his 
book, Bird Dog Training Today and To- 
morrow. 

Bufkin’s method is a sort of mass in- 
struction, employing a good deal of bird 
dog psychology. In it, he takes advan- 
tage of the knowledge that most dogs 


—s 


are of a somewhat jealous nature, mot 
of them possess a competitive nature in 
varying degrees, and both confidence 
and timidity are somewhat contagious 
in groups. of dogs. He starts the lesson 
by securely staking down a strong chain 
some fifty feet long in a shady spot fac- 
ing an open field in which there is a fair 
amount of cover. To this chain, eight 
to twelve young dogs are tethered, the 
distances between them being sufficient 
to prevent contact with each other. With 
a pigeon in one hand and his gun under 
his arm, Bufkin casually strolls down 
the picket line, stopping to speak to or 
caress each dog, the pigeon in plain 
sight all the while. No particular attempt 
is made to interest his pupils in the bird. 

Stepping out some fifty to a hundred 
yards in front of the picket line, the 
trainer or his helper “dizzies” the pi- 
geon with a gentle circular swinging mo- 
tion and plants it in a bit of cover, plac- 
ing the bird on its side with the head 
tucked under one wing. It is then coy- 
ered over with a slight sprinkling of

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within plain sight of the dogs, although 
'the details cannot be observed by them. 
_ The first pupil is then taken from the 
picket line, and worked around the field 
on a long check cord. He is not taken di- 
‘rectly to the spot where the bird is 
planted but is allowed to hunt under 
the restraint of the cord. By degrees the 
young dog is brought upwind and cau- 
tioned and checked to some degree 
when he strikes what the trainer judges 
to be about the “scent cone.” If he 
“points, all well and good. If he shows 
signs of scenting the bird, still all well 
and good. If he shows no interest, not 
so good but not entirely too bad. In 
either event, the dog is checked before 
he comes right up on the bird and is 
made to stand still. If Bufkin elects to 
flush and shoot the bird, the pupil is 
now turned over to the helper who re- 
strains the dog. If the trainer desires to: 
handle the dog himself, the helper goes 
in front, turns the pigeon over with the 
toe of his shoe, allows it time to regain 
its equilibrium, then causes it to fly and, 
if desired, shoots it. All this action takes 
place in full view of not only the dog 
being worked but all dogs on the picket 
line as well. 


Wises or not the bird is killed and 
the dog allowed to retrieve depends 
upon the trainer’s desires, which are 
prompted by what he wants to accom- 
plish with the individual dog being 
worked. Perhaps the pigeon is allowed 
to fly away unharmed, the shot merely 
being fired in the air. If the dog is in- 
clined to be a bit gunshy but will chase 
the pigeon the bird is generally killed 
while the chase is well under way. If

steady to the flush and shot, he has the 
young pupil under his control on the 
cord. Birds allowed to escape return in 
a short time to the pigeon loft and are 
easily recaptured for future use. 

At the beginning of this training séa- 
son, Bufkin had four young dogs in his 
string which were gunshy, two of them 
so fearful of the gun that, after one ses- 
sion on the picket line, they would fairly 
try to bury themselves in the cover and 
ground as soon as tethered. No attempt 
was made to work these dogs at first. In 
fact, no extra or undue attention was 
paid them. They were merely led out to 
the training field, tethered to the picket 
line and left to their own devices until 
all other members of the class had been 
worked, then returned in a matter-of- 
fact manner to the kennel. Each of the 
other dogs was worked on one bird. 

At the end of the first week, the 
worst two of these dogs had ceased to 
try to hide themselves, but still showed 
unmistakable evidence of fear of the 
gun. At the end of the second week,

they began to show signs of interest in 


the proceedings. By the middle of the 
third week, both were standing up 
watching the other pupils going through 
their paces and receiving their share of 
praise when each lesson was finished. 
When thirty days had passed both 
were hunting enthusiastically, pointing 
stanchly and retrieving the birds shot to 
their points. They were now ready for 
field training and neither has since 
shown any fear of the gun whatever. 
The other two gunshy pupils re- 
sponded more quickly. One was taking 
his regular turn at finding, pointing and 
retrieving after the first week and the 
other was having great fun at this exer- 
cise during the second week. All four 


| have lost all fear of the gun. 


“IT have always tried to keep an open 
mind on any new or different wrinkle 
in bird dog training,” Bufkin told me. 
“I believe in developing my young pu- 
pils naturally, Pll admit that unfavorable 
training conditions forced me to take up 
this pigeon work for I was getting be- 
hind in my program. But I firmly be- 
lieve that TP've accomplished more in 
one month by working these young dogs 
in this manner than I would have in two 
or possibly three months under the 
weather and cover cunditions which 
confronted me. The success with the 
gunshy dogs fully warranted the ex- 
pense and effort, and my string of 
youngsters now know what it is to point, 
see a bird tumble at the report of a gun 
and get their mouths on a still warm 
dead bird.” 

Many dogs like to do what the other 
dog does, especially when there seems 
to be fun in it and reward or praise at- 
tached. These youngsters could not 
smell the pigeons from the picket line, 
but they could see the whole proceed- 
ings and when they were given the 
chance in the field themselves they went 
hunting with great enthusiasm. 

The beginner with only one dog had 
better proceed with caution, for he is 
liable to let his own enthusiasm get the 
better of himself and overdo the job. 
Two pigeons in a single lesson is ample, 
and more often a single bird will do a 
better job and serve to keep the pupil 
keyed up for the work. Pigeons are gen- 
erally easily obtained and comparative- 
ly low in cost. When you want to kill a 
bird for your young dog, be sure you're 
on it before you pull the trigger. Try to 
make every shot fired accomplish its 
purpose. Too much shooting at one 
time, even at flying birds, may act in re- 
verse in regard to gunshyness. But this 
picket line pigeon may be the answer to 
the prayer of the trainer who has a num- 
ber of gunshy pupils.

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Hare or Rabbit? 


Mr. Davis: Some time ago I bought 
two 15-inch beagles from a man up in 
Canada. They have been trained on 
hare. Will a dog that hunts a hare run 
a cottontail rabbit? Also let me know 
which makes the best coonhound: red- 
bone, black and tan or Plott hound.— 


C.T.B., Monaca Heights, Penna. 


The dog that will do a good-job on- 


hare should do a better job on cotton- 
tails. Mister Hare is a tough gent when 
compared with Molly Cottontail and 
he'll give the best beagle a run for his 
money. 

Regarding the best coonhound, it’s a 
matter of “you pays your money and 
you takes your choice” between the red- 
bone and the black and tan. The red- 
bone is the faster dog but the black and 
tan has an exceptional nose. Both are 
coonhunting specialists. For straight 
coon hunting I'd take either in prefer- 
ence to the Plott. This is not to say that 
the Plott won't make a good coon dog 
if properly trained, but his background 
has been bear, boar and wolf hunting, 
while the redbone and black and tan 
have been cooners for many generations. 
—H.P.D. 


Breaking a Bolter 
Mr. Davis: My 2-year old English 


| setter absolutely refuses to mind while 


in the field. When he gets out in the 
field:and gets scent of a bird he goes 
crazy. Won’t come back until he gets 
tired, and hunts in any direction he 
wants to. A professional trainer taught 
him to heel, sit, stay and retrieve. All 
this he'll do pretty well in the yard. 
After working him four months the 
trainer gave up trying to make him 
handle in the field. I've tried every- 
thing I know, even making him drag 
a fence post but he’s as strong as a 
horse and just goes where he wants to. 
I can trade him for a Brittany spaniel. 
What would you advise?—J.C.R.,. Chico, 
Cal. ; ‘ 


If a professional trainer has turned 


him down, you are in for a tough time, 
|for the trainer is most likely better 


equipped to work a headstrong or bolt- 


ing dog than you. If you apply too 


much force you may make him sulk or 
become a confirmed runaway or bolter. 
You may lead him around and let him 
watch a lot of birds being killed over 
other dogs. This might bring him 
around. In any event, it’s a long, hard 
job .. . and may not be worth it. Un- 
less this dog shows exceptional promise 
in other departments, my frank advice 
to you is to trade him for that Brittany, 
and quick.—H.P.D. 
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Cure for Deer Chas iq 
Mr. Davis: As you know, many dogs 
will run deer. Today my dog ran some 
for the first time and I am wondering 
if there is any cure for this, He is a 
black and tan hound only 1-years old 
and is beginning to run white rabbits 
very well. I would like very much to 
break him of deer chasing. Can you 
help me?—W. T., Bennington, Vermont. 


Deer scent is always tempting to any 
good young hound and I have seen 
many bird dogs go “haywire” over it. I 
would suggest that you hunt your dog 
as much as possible in territory which 
is not frequented by deer. Kill as many 
rabbits in front of him as possible, so 
that he will come to realize that this is 
the type game you are especially hunt- 
ing. Once he comes to realize that this 
is the job you have cut out for him he 
will not succumb to temptation often. 
However, if this is not feasible and you 
are located in deer country, the only 
way I know to stop him is through 
punishment. When you are sure he is 
running a deer, cut him off and give 
him a slight drubbing, then take him 
off the trail. If he persists, increase the 
punishment dosage. Do this every time 
he strikes a deer trail and he will prob- 
ably get the idea after a while, but 
don’t be discouraged if one lesson does 
not effect a permanent cure. Never 
punish him when he comes back to 
you after a deer chase. Refrain from 
administering punishment until you 
catch him in the act of running a deer 
so that he will know why he is being 
corrected.—H.P.D. 


Preventing Car-sickness 


Mr. Davis: I have a young setter 
which suffers extremely from car-sick- 
ness. Is there any cure for thisP—J.S.B., 
Rockville, Conn. . 


It is most likely that your dog will 
become accustomed to riding in a car 
in time, although some indinidiar 
never get over this trouble. I would 
suggest that you allow him no food 
or water for two or three hours before 
starting on your trip. Before putting 
him in the car give him a good oppor. 
tunity to empty bowels and bladder. It 
may help to keep him in the front se 
where he can see the ground at 
times. Holding his head high is a 
other help. : 4 

If his case is extreme and you plan’ 
a prolonged trip, give him 3 to 5 grains 
of sodium bromide before starting and 
at intervals during the trip. This may 
help control the drooling or vomitin
